CHRISTIAN SEVENTH DAY SABBATH OBSERVERS. 


S1r,—It is gratifying to see in your valuable paper of the 22nd an article from 
your soaieuponeeah in regard to “ Christian Seventh-day Sabbath Observers.” As 


day Baptist Church, may I ask the favour of a little space 1n your paper 1n con- 
tinuation of the subject? 

The Christian observance of the Seventh-day Sabbath was not simply a 
novelty of the Puritan period in — however much the circumstances of 
those days favoured the advance of this truth. Jesus of Nazareth entered his 
public ministry through the doorway of Baptism. He lived and died an observer 
of the Seventh-day Sabbath. No one who is well-informed will deny that the 
New Testament Church was a Sabbath-keeping and a Baptist Church, whatever 
he may wish or infer concerning Sunday. Nor can it be denied that many 
Christians, both Jewish and Gentile, continued to keep the Sabbath, after the 
introduction of the observance of Sunday, down even to the fifth century. Iwill 
not occupy your space nor take your time io point out how in consequence of 
the unfortunate rupture between the Jewish and the Gentile elements 
in the Christian Church, which began at about the end of the first 
century, a corrupting influence arose which, in the course of three centuries, 
utterly changed the character of Christianity. But, although thereby many of 
the pure doctrines of the New Testament, of Jesus and his disciples, became 
wholly perverted and a multitude of so-called Christian institutions, festivals and 
religious practices, were introduced, nevertheless the observance of the Seventh- 
day Sabbath was never wholly driven out from among Christians. All through 
the Dark Ages, from the time of the first Pope to the Reformation, there existed 
under different names and forms of organisation Christian Dissenters who kept 
the Sabbath of the Fourth Commandment, the seventh day of the week. Of 
this there is abundant proof from the pages of history, which can be adduced if 
necessary. Therefore, the Sabbatarians of the 17th century were not riotous 
seekers after grotesque novelties, but simply logically consistent Protestants, 
following only the teachings of Jesus and the New Testament in addition to the 
ancient Hebrew Scriptures. rejecting the traditions of the paganised Church, as 
many others had done before 1n every century. 

n addition to the “ Mill Yard” Church, there have been in England perhaps 
ten or eleven congregations of this faith. Some of these continued to exist till 
the beginning of this centur , but now, besides the “ Mill Yard” congregation, 
there is only a remnant of a church at Natton, near Tewkesbury, Gloucestershire. 


The history of the “ Mill Yard” Church and its property, left by Joseph Davis, a _ 


Sabbath-keeping hero, a contemporary of John Bunyan, and, like him, imprisoned 
for his views, and of the attempts on the part of Sunday-keeping Baptists to 
accomplish the alienation of the same and its diversion to their use, makes an 
interesting matter for study, both of the workings of English law and of brotherly 
love (?) among the disciples of him whose summary of the Law was that it 
enjoined supreme love to God and one’s neighbour. | 
Though now so few in this country, in the United States of America the 
Seventh-day Baptists have not far from ten thousand communicants, with 
erhaps double that number who might be termed adherents, members of 
Sabbath-keeping families, etc. We have about one hundred churches with 
about the like number of ordained ministers. We have three excellent colleges, 
one of which possesses a university charter. The American Sabbath Tract 
Society, our publishing organisation, carries on a thriving business, and our 
week] te paper, the eabhath Recorder, is a thoroughly live up-to-date 


periodical. Whatever we may be in England, weare not in the United States an 


interesting relic or the dwindling remnant of a people of the past. 

Rightly your correspondent says that we are thorough-going Christians. 
Rightly also he affirms that we accept the Fourth Commandment broadly, 
agreeable to the teachings of Jesus, who taught a free Sabbath observance, not 
bound by such a literal interpretation of a detailed regulation as would make it 
a sin for a Jew to kindle a fire on the Holy day, but a virtue to enjoy its warmth 
if kindled by a Gentile servant! It does not seem to us that we are sinning 
against logic in that we regard the Decalogue as of universal obligation, and the 
Seventh-day Sabbath—observed before the giving of the Law and by other 
nations than the Jewish—as for all mankind, and at the same time consider the 
other ceremonies and specific regulations as the religious and civil law for Israel. 
Nor do we think we impugn our faith by using the God given bestowment of 
reason in trying to understand the Scriptures.

THE LATE MR, WOOLF JOEL. 


Sir—A Note of the Week in your last issue accurately described the 
late Mr. Woolf Joel, and wisely enforced the necessity of men beginning early in 
life to make themselves useful members of the community. 

There can be no mistaking the earnest desire of the late Mr. Woolf Joel to 
render some great and permanent service to our community, and I can fully con- 
firm the statement made by the Rev. 8. Singer. Ina long conversation { had 
with him a short time prior to his departure for Johannesburg the late Mr. Joel 
told me of his intention to build some Institution for an object not yet provided 
for. On my urging that a new Institution would be looked upon with disfavour, 
as it would have to be maintained by a community already overtaxed, he 
immediately replied : “That may be so; but I mean to endow it, and make it 
absolutely independent of external financial support.” 

Again, when he accepted the office of Treasurer of the Jews’ Deaf and 


Dumb Home, heavily burdened as he was with business responsibilities, he went 


minutely with me into all the details of the working of the charity, so that he 
might be fully aw courant with its affairs. ‘We must not spend a penny of our 
funded property for the erection pf the new building. When I return in April 
I will do all I possibly can to rais€ the money required.” These were almost the 
last words he uttered before leaving Birla’. 

_ There can be no doubt that he was animated by the keenest impulse to benefit 
his poor coreligionists. And his loss is a communal misfortune. 

One = 4 confidently hope that the work he desired to accomplish will be 
carried out by his relatives and friends, so that the good he intended to do may 
live realised after him.

Sir,—I should be obliged if you would allow me to correct what I cannot 
help thinking to be an inaccuracy in your last week’s article headed “ The 
Athletic Jewess.” The writer, in referring to “the gymnastic club in connection 
with the Brady Street Schools,’ doubtlessly meant to indicate the Brady Street 
Club for Working Boys, as I know of no schools bearing the aforesaid title. If 
correct in this surmise, I desire to point out that the gymnastic class forms but 
one branch of the Club’s work in the direction of physical recreation, As will be 
seen from the annual report shortly to be issued, 1ts members are now enabled to 
indulge in cricket, football, swimming and boxing, in addition to gymnastics, and 
every effort is made to induce each individual member to take part in at least one 
of these sports. In fact, the Brady Street Club may justly claim to have been a 
pioneer in the movement for popularising and creating a liking for healthy 
physical recreation among our East End Jewish youth. . 

It was not to be expected that among the foreign-born element, still suffering. 
from the physical debasement resultiug from their previous Ghetto life, there 
should be much spontaneous desire to indulge in the national games of their 
adopted country, But among the English-born section the response to the 
movement has been highly satisfactory, although it may still be said to be in its 
infancy. The good influence that such games as cricket and football must 
exercise on the character and temperament of the average Jewish working lad 1s 
perhaps even more valuable than the mere physical benefit. This real educational 
value is apt to be lost sight of or its importance underrated. In my opinion, it 
constitutes the chief claim that the work carried on by the Brady Street and 
kindred Clubs has on the sympathy and support of the community.

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


THE PRELIMINARY CONFERENCE IN VIENNA. 


[SPECIAL DESPATCH. | 

At the moment of going to press we have received the following special 
despatch :— 

After deliberations lasting three and a half days, the preliminary Conference 
in Vienaa was brought to a close. On Friday a small meeting in anticipation of 
the Conference was held, at which Dr. Mintz, a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee in Vienna, sharply attacked Dr. Nordau. Dr. Herzl defended his friend. 
Several delegates from Russia and Roumania, including Professor Mandelstam, 
(Kiew) and Dr. Bernstein-Cohan (Kischineff) attended the preliminary Con- 
ference. The Galician Zionists ostentatiously held aloof. The Russian 
Zionists very severely criticised the action hitherto taken and the attitude of 
the Executive Committee, and at their instance some important resolutions were 
adopted, which mark a departure from the tactics pursued up till now. Dr, 
Bernstein-Cohan was the leader of the Russian party who, carried their point. 
Dr. Herz] ironically called Dr. Bernstein-Cohan the “ Reichsfeind des Zionisti- 
schen Staatsgedankens.” The delegates have already returned to their homes. 


The Zionist Movement in Germany. 


Dr. Max Nordau delivered a lecture on Tuesday evening last in Berlin under 
the auspices of the Berlin Zionist Association,

interesting and exhaustive report on the conditions and prospects of the Jews 
there, and the marked progress made in the various Colonies. 

It was decided that the Association should publish this report in pamphlet 


form for distribution broadcast, and Mr. Mayer kindly volunteered to bear the 
greater portion of the expense.

English Zionist Federation. 
COMMUNICATED, | 

The weekly meetings of the Committee appointed to draw up a Scheme for 
the federation of all Zionist bodies in the United Kingdom have heen held at the 
residence of the Chairman of the Committee, Mr. H. Bentwich. The Com- 
mittee have framed a constitution based on the most democratic principles. 
allowing for a continuous and regular change of officers and members of 
Committees. Their plans vest the executive power in an Executive Committee 
elected by a Central Committee at which all the affillated bodies are directly 
represented in proportion to their membership. At the same time the Committee 
have arranged for the holding of an Annual Conference in the month of June, 
at which all the affiliated societies shall be represented pro ruta, but by a larger 
number of delegates than in the case of the Central Committee. At the forth- 
coming meetings the Committee will discuss financial questions, and they believe 
that their labours, which have been carried on in a very unanimous spirit, will be 
completed in the course of the next few weeks, when the Scheme will be 
submitted to the various organisations concerned. 

A CORRESPONDENT. | 

Steps are now being taken to obtain the support of Jewish Friendly 
Societies and Trades’ Unions for the Zionist Movement. Dr. M. Bernstein 
and Mr. J. Cowen are convening meetings of representatives of the various 
London Societies with the view of gaining their sympathy. The following is 
the programme drawn up and laid before the Societies :— 

AIMS.—To help the general Jewish National movement. ‘This movement is an attempt 
to secure a legally guaranteed home in Palestine for those of our brethren who are forced, 
either by the Governments under which they live or the people amongst whom they reside, 
to wish for it, also for such others as may equally desire it. Itis the duty of every Jew— 
more especially of those living in a free couutry—to help those of our race whose circum- 


stances will not permit of their helping themselves. To obtain the sympathy and help of | 


the masses of the Jewish people inthe United Kingdom this appeal is made through their 
independent organisations. All Benefit Societies, Trades Unions, Religious and other 
bodies must take this great cause in their own hands and victory is then assured. 

MEANS.—The quickest and most practical way to achieve this end is by the collection 
of large funds, this was the unanimous opinion of the most eminent Jews gathered 
together from all countries, who, under the leadership of Dr. Herzl, formed the Basle 
Congress. Our scheme isa simple means of collecting a considerable fund. qnickly, and 
at small cost, being an appeal to Societies as a whole and not to individual members. 

CONTRIBUTIONS.—The individual contribution asked for is the absolute minimum, 
one farthing or two farthings per week is all that is demanded. This enables every Jew 
in the United Kingdom to contribute his shekel towards the fund. The shekel (1s.) is 
the minimum contribution agreed upon at the Basle Congress entitling the subscriber 
to be represented at the Congress. 

EXPENSES —Your representatives will themselves have the control of the money so 
collected. And in order to make your fund of the highest possible use it is suggested that 
no part of it shall be used for any expenses whatever. | 

COLONIAL BANK AND PARIS CENTRAL COMMITTEE.—Subject to the approval of 
your representatives every farthing collected shall be used towards the foundation of the 

eat Colonial Bank which is intended by "r. Herz! to be established in London, and to 
elping through the Central Committee in Paris to maintain those Jewish Colonies in 
Palestine which are already established. 

WAYS OF COLLECTION.—Each Society will be asked to work out for itself the 
best plan for collecting the subscriptions of its members, without expense, if at all 
possible. | 

TRUSTEES AND CONTROL.—The fund will be vested in Trustees of the highest 
standing, and administered under the control of your representatives.

IMMIGRATION STATISTICS. 


The monthly meeting of the Committee of this Institution was held on 
Tuesday last at 84, Leman Street, Whitechapel ; Mr. H. Lanpav, President, in 
the chanr. | | 

The CHAIRMAN referred to an article which appeared in the Jimes some 
weeks ago regarding the alien immigration question, in which the writer greatly 
deplored the influx to this country of poor emigrants, through which he alleged 
trade was spoiled, and the British working men greatly suffer. The same writer 
in order to verify his statements, quoted several returns made by the Board of 
Trade with which he attempted to prove the correctness of his statements. The 
Chairman said that the majority of those emigrants who are reported by the 
officers of the Board of Trade as making the United Kingdom their destination, 
are really through passengers to America, and owing to the cheaper passage ’ 
afforded by some English companies, they travel to the United States, via 
London, which costs them only £5 15s,, ineluding the passage to London, whereas 
in Germany, owing to a combination on the part of the various German shipping 
companies, they would have to pay £7 15s. The conclusions drawn by the writer 
in the Times were, therefore, quite incorrect, and the officers of the Board of 
Trade have come to the same conclusion. 

The SECRETARY then read a report of the Executive, of which the following 
isan abstract. During the last three months 478 inmates have passed through 
the Shelter, as against 558 in the corresponding months of 1897 ; 263 were married 
and 215 single. 379 with an occupation. 19 without an occupation. &,640 meals were 
distributed, 1,239 being on account of the Sabbath Meals Society. 


St. Mark’s Hospital.—In the absence of the Duke of Connaught, the 
Lord Mayor presided on Monday at a Festival Dinner, held in the Whitehall 
Rooms of the Hotel Métrépole, in aid of the funds of St. Mark's Hospital, City 
Road, at which the Rev. J. A. Gouldstein is Visitor to the Jewish patients. The 
Lord Mayor, in proposing the toast of the evening, said that there were over 200 
patients awaiting admission, and the Committee of Management were very 
anxious to open all the beds that were available. He was glad to say that they 
had been able to open several new beds of late, so that their total number of in- 
patients was 42. Since the institution had been established it had treated 
81,517 patients, and he hoped, and believed, that in many instances permanent 
cures had been effected. The present was the first festival dinner the hospital 
had held for 22 years, and he earnestly appealed to his hearers to be liberal in 
their subscriptions and donations, and sympathetic in their references to the 
hospital amongst their friends. (Applause). Mr. R. B. Martin (the Treasurer) 
responded to the toast, and pleaded for a more personal interest in the hospital. 
The Secretary (Mr. Edgar Penman) announced that the subscription list 
amounted to £2,093 14s.

The Projected Agricultural School, 

[ have on several occasions written about the projected agricultural school 
which is to be established in one of the Jewish agricultural colonies in the 
(;overnment of Kherson in Bobrovy. The Minister of Agriculture had promised 
«site for the school, and grants for building had been promised by the Jewish 
Colonisation Association and local Jewish institutions. All necessary pre- 
liminaries, the architectural plans and budget, were completed, and it was desired 
to set to work as soon as possible. But an unpleasant surprise has come. The 
Ministry of Agriculture suddenly remembered that it had no right to make any 
grant for such a school, and that the sanction of the Imperial Council must first 
he obtained. The matter is now atastandstill, and until the Council has decided, 
which will take a long time, nothing can be done. We cannot even tell what the 
decision will be. 

. Ownership of Seats in Synagogues. 

The Senate lately occupied itself with the question whether a seat.in a 
<ynagogue can be regarded as “ property” which in case of need could be sold by 
auction and the proceeds handed over to the seatholder? It does not seldom 
occur that a poor Jew who fails has no assets, and his seat in synagogue is the 
only “ property” he possesses. In such cases the property is sold. The Senate 
has declared that a seat in synagogue cannot be sold, that the money which is 
given for a seat must be regarded as a voluntary gift, and must always be applied 
for the benefit of the synagogue. The sale of seats by auction is, therefore. not 
permissible. This decision is very welcome, for the practice of selling seats by 
auction has become a Chillul Hashem. It once happened that at such a sale the 
purchaser was a Christian who bought only for the purpose of casting ridicule on 
the Jews. 

A Collection of Decisions Affecting the Jews. 

The Minister of Justice has instructed one of the principal officials of the 
Department, M. Losino Losinsky,. to collect all the decisions and declarations of 
the Senate during the last 25 years on matters affecting the Jews, and to print 
them ina spectal volume. Such a work has long been necessary. Legislation 
ufecting the Jews is so complicated that the best jurists are unable to give the 
correct opinion for every case. Local provincial authorities interpret the law 
just as they please, with the result that appeals for the annulment of their 


decisions pour into the Senate every day. The Senate gives on every occasion 


its reading of the law, but only for the special case submitted to it ; therefore, 


unjust decisions of the authorities in entirely analogous cases are of frequent 
occurrence. The collection of the decisions of the Senate will be of the utmost 
value to the Jews in Russia. 

The Jewish Farm in Odessa. 

The Committee of the Jewish Farm School in Odessa is strenuously 
exerting itself to obtain from the Government a concession that young men who 
have completed their studies at that school shall enjoy the right of living out- 
side towns, and therefore also in agricultural districts. At present it is 
impossible for any one of these students. however competent he may be, to 
practice agriculture. The well-known lawyer and writer, M. Michael Morguliss, 
of Odessa, is at present in St. Petersburg, in order to take the necessary steps 
to secure the desired permission of the Government. 


The Audience with M. Pobiedonostzeff. 

The Press Bureau has instructed the editors of all Russian papers not to 
publish anything about the audience which the delegates of the Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association had with M. Pobiedonostzeff. 

The Charge of ‘‘ Ritual Murder.’’ 


Some Jewish families in a small village in the district of Kilvania, Govern- 
ment of Suvalki, passed an anxious night recently in consequence of the dis- 
appearance of a little Christian child, whom the ignorant population accused them 
of having killed in order to use its blood for Passover. The police searched the 
houses of the Jews but found nothing. Nevertheless the Christians threatened 
the Jews with death if they did not immediately produce the corpse. Next 
day the child returned home, having spent the night with relatives in a 
peignbouring village. She had been beaten by her father, and ran away from 
1ome, 


Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. 
Sir George and Lady Faudel Phillips have expressed their intention of 


being present at the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum on the occasion of the 


Orphan Aid Day, Sunday June 5th, and will give a hearty welcome to the 
juvenile subscribers of the various Orphan Aid Societies, who are expected to visit 
the Institution in large numbers that day. The London Brighton and South 
Coast Railway Company have arranged to issue return tickets to West Norwood 
at single fares on presentation of the cards of invitation, which, we are 
requested to mention, will be posted about May 20th. 


CHILDREN’S ORPHAN AID SOCIETY.—A meeting of the Central Synagogue Branch 
was held on Sunday last, the Rev. D. Fay, President, in the chair. ‘Phe Chairman stated 


that the resolution passed at the last meeting of the Branch in reference toa Children’s — 


Day at Norwood resulted in the adoption of the suggestion by the Governing Body of the 
Jews’ Hospital, and the 5th June had been named as the day to be devoted to the visit of 
the children of the several Branches to the Institution. He congratulated the Central 
S Branch as being the body to bring this about, and he asked the members 
present to notify to the Honorary Secretary their intention of accepting the invitation of 
the Jews’ Hospital to visit the Institution as arranged. A ballot for the three Life- 
Governorships took place, Abraham Lyons, Gladys Marks and Elise Tebbitt being success- 
ful. On the motion of Mr. G. M. Fay,a vote of condolence was unanimously passed to 
Mr. and Mrs. Felix A. Davis on the loss they had recently sustained by the death of their 
mother, Mrs, Frederick Davis.—At a meeting of the Maiden Lane Branch a Life Governor- 
ship was drawn by Leah Morell.

BucHaREst, 15TH APRIL. 

In your issue of December 17th you correctly described the barbarities 
which took place in this city on the 5th of that month. It only remains for me 
to describe the epilogue of these terrible events. 

_ To the native Jews the victims of the devastations, who suffered pecuniary 
injuries to the amount of half a million francs, only 10,000 francs has been 
apportioned, despite the promise of the King to the deputation of Jews who 
complained to his Majesty of their treatment by the authorities, and despite the 
promise of the Minister, M. Pherekdye, given in the tribune of the Chamber of 
Deputies. On the other hand Jews, who are subjects of Foreign Powers, have 
been well treated. In particular, British and Austro-Hungarian subjects were 
recompensed in full. This is due to the very rigorous attitude adopted by the 
representatives of those two Powers and the pressure they brought to bear on 
the Government. The sums necessary for these payments were provided from 
secret funds, because the members of Parliament declared that they would refuse 
to vote the necessary credit, and becausé the Government wished to prevent the 
recurrence of such enormous scandals as took place in the Chamber and the 
Senate on the morrow of the riots in.connection with the interpellations of MM. 
Tache, Jonescu and Carp, who denounced, as they deserved, the proceedings of 
the Government and the Police. We have here a fresh proof that when foreign 
diplomacy intervenes efficaciously, the Roumanian Government, so jealous of 
the independence of the country, trembles and submits to the demands of the 
Powers. Unfortunately, diplomacy never utters a word in favour of the Jewish 
population, which is cruelly and sytematically persecuted at every step owing to 
its religious belief. 

The energetic intervention of the British Legation and his complete success 
has so aroused the enthusiasm of the Jews in this country that, for a moment, 
there was a question of making a request to be naturalised en masse as British 
subjects. The Government obtained knowledge of this idea, and spread about 
a report that England would refuse the demand. Nevertheless several Jews 
have persisted in their intention and propose to take steps to attain their object, 
If this could be achieved, it would be an immense boon to them, and England 
would lose nothing. On the contrary, who knows what political advantages 
might not accrue to your empire from having an immense number of subjects in 
Roumania? 

The result of the trial of the rioters of December last has no doubt reached 
you through the public Press. On the day of the disturbances and the following 
day 150 arrests were made, but only 17 persons were detained in prison, and 
ultimately put on their trial, which took place on the 22nd of last month, and 
resulted in the unanimous acquittal of all the defendants. The verdict was a 
popular one, but a section of the Press severely denounced this miscarriage of 
justice. | 

The impunity with which vagabonds are allowed to attack the property and 
persons of Jews, is causing us great anxiety. especially as the Students’ League 
has announced for the 18th inst. (the second day of the Roumanian Easter) a 
great anti-Jewish meeting and demonstration. As was the case on the eve 
of the 5th December, the heads of the Jewish comunities will also make repre- 

sentations to the Government seeking for protection, and it is to be hoped that 
these steps will be more successful than on the last occasion. 

The two Houses of Parliament have voted the new law on secondary and 
superior education, which has received the Royal Assent despite our protests and 
complaints to the King, the Council of Ministers, Parhament and the nation 
through petitions and public meetings. The law will come into force on the Ist 
September next, and the Minister of Education is elaborating the Code. 
According to Clause 2 of the new law, young Jews will no longer be admitted to 
the Gymnasiums, Lyceums, and Universities, unless there be vacant places (which 
will never happen, as has been proved by the operation of the law on Elementary 
Education since 1893), and then only on payment of exorbitant fees. The law 
will also be retrospective, for on the Ist September the hundreds of Jewish 
students in the higher seats of learning and in the various Faculties will be forced 
to break off their studies, and their hopes in the future will be entirely 
‘destroyed. This is the greatest injury which Roumanian statesmen can do to us.

FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS 


The Quarterly Review. 

“oe The Quarterly Review, in an article on “ Spying and Treason,” gives a concis® 
account of the Dreyfus case. It takes the view usually held in England that the 
French War Office has behaved in a scandalous fashion, but the article is in 
places ambiguous (perhaps as. the result of condensation), and its Jewish 
references are not always satisfactory. The early history of spying from the 
days when Joseph's brethren were accused in Egypt of coming to spy out the 
land is detailed, and it is stated that the best spies were found by Frederick the 
Great and by Napoleon's generals among peasants, smugglers, priests, pedlars., 
and, lastly, Jews, “ whose mercenary instincts were often successfully appealed 
to.” These instincts, however, appear to have been unsuccessfully, if at all, 
played upon at the passage by the French of the Beresina in 1812. The Jews of 
the salehbouthood were assembled. They were Russian Jews, and they 
patriotically gave information to the Russians as to the place where the French 
general appeared to intend to cross. French ingenuity had, however, foreseen 
this development, and the French crossed elsewhere without opposition. The 
Reviewer tells this story, but not as an example of Jewish patriotism. He adds, 
* Prince Hohenlohe also tells us of acertain spy with whom he had dealings—one 
Jeremias—presumably a Jew, who was in the pay both of the Russian and Austrian 
Governments.” 

The following remarks lead up to the Dreyfus case :-— ' 

In Central Europe where Jews have been for generations driven from one country to 
another by constant persecution, it is no wonder that there must always be a large class of 
cosmopolitan wayfarers, without any particular nationality, ready for well-paid employment 
which involves no conscientious scruples: for there can be no treason or patriotism to such 
as have no country, no home, no protection of their interests. Such considerations also 
make it easy for the leaders of the anti-Semitic party to find materials for exciting 
suspicion and hatred against the respectable Jewish families settled and flourishing in 
Russia, Grermany, France or elsewhere. | 

The author takes the same view as M. Zola asto the loss by the French 
War Office of the favourabie opportunity for speaking the truth on Colonel 
Picquart’s discovery that Esterhazy was the writer of le bordereau, “For want 
of courage it was imprudently resolved to let the whole matter rest in obscurity,’ 
and he speaks with deserved severity of the Atmosphere of intrigue in the War 
Office, and its underhand relations with an ignoble press. M. Zola’s method how- 
atk the writer thinks, was’ intemperate, and from the first destined to 
failure. 


CASE. 


‘*‘Personal Rights.” 

Personal Rights for April. the organ of the Personal Rights Association, 3: 
Victoria Street. S.W., has a most interesting discussion of the Dreyfus case. 

M. Hubert Valleroux having read the Society's address to M. ¥ves Guyot, 
wrote to a member that the Society's sympathy with Dreyfus was misplaced, and 
his letter is printed in Personal Rights with notes by the editor, and a reply by 
M. Guyot. There is a characteristic lack of precision in M. Valleroux’s letter, and 
a characteristic elegance of expression, which lead us to class him with that large 
number of Frenchmen who have been admirably schooled in literary style, but 
have never been taught to reason. “It is about five years,” he begins “ since a 
court-martial assembled to try Captain Dreyfus.” M. Valletort has pleaded 
before court-martials as an advocate, and “desires to say in opposition to wide- 
spread prejudice that the officers who sit on these court-martials listen very 
attentively to the defence, are moved by any evidence which comes before them, 
and often show themselves more indulgent than ordinary judges.” 

On this. the editor of Personal Rigits observes :— 

When Charles Lamb was accused of going late to his office, he said he made up for this 
by leaving early. When these military tribunals are. accused of illegally condemning an 
innocent man, M. Valleroux pleads that they “often show themselves more indulgent than 
ordinary judges,” which means, if it means anything, that they aeqtit persons who had been 


found guilty by an ordinary judicial tribunal. We can well believe this, especially after 
reading the account of the Esterhazy trial. 


M. Valletort says that the superior of Captain Dreyfus at the War Office 
had, before the prosecution. Goiriiel out this officer to the Minister as converting 
secret documents to his own use: and from that time all his colleagues at the 
otice were convinced of it. “IT am in possession of the fact,” he continues, 
“from a friend-of: that superior office, who told it to him many years ago, while 
regretting that there was no prosecution.” Then he was tried in secret because 
complications were feared with a powerful foreign nation. He was convicted. 
Neither he nor his friends made objection at the time. .They let several years 
pass, When all at once a syndicate was formed among rich Jews, who did not wish 
to admit that one of their people had been found guilty of treason. The 
movement commenced with a pamphlet of a Socialist Jew Bernard Lazare. 
The Editor's note is :— 

__A few weeks ago we were talking about this-trial to a late Attorney-General, and he 
said that we should have to go back 300 years—i.c., to the time of the Star Chamber—to 
find anything like it in England. It is this fact, and the fact that Zola was moved by 
just indignation against what he deemed a terrible wrong, that stirs English opinion so 
deeply in his favour. M. Zola has much offended British sentiment in some of his novels. 
But—to the credit of the British character be it said—that does not reckon with us in this 
matter. Neither are we of the Personal Rights Association influenced by the fact that 
M. Bernard Lazare is a Socialist, or that he isa Jew. The personal rights of a Socialist 
are as dear to us as those of any other person: and his arguments should be judged by their 
logical cogency, not by the race, religion, or politics of the person who advances them, As 
for a person being a Jew, or even a rich Jew, the circumstances seem to us as irrelevant as 
his stature or the colour of his hair. 


M. Valleroux continues to the following effect :— 


You seem to believe that the condemnation of Captain Dreyfus is a result of religious i 


and race hatreds. This is badly to understand the situation. Not only are Jews at the 
bar, in the army, and elsewhere, on a footing of absolute equality with those who surround 
them, and without being in any way molested; but they are, by their riches, by the great 
number of newspapers of which they dispose, by their spirit of inflexibility and of intrigue, 
in a privileged position. The prefects of Rouen and Lille are Jews. Even in Paris we 
have had a Jewish prefect, Hérold. All of these show themselves hostile to Catholics, and 
battle for free schools) They are very powerful in State education and the Ministry of 
Public Instruction. In the magistrature they advance ten times quicker than Christians, 
which is not explained by their juridical capacity. Inthe army the Jewish soldiers have 


privileges ; and the Jewish officers are numerous in the commissariat corps—that in which 
promotion is quickest and pay the best of all. 


_ , The Editor, among his notes, quotes Mr. J. H. Levy’s deduction, published 

in le Siecle some time ago, that the offence of the Jews, like that of the British,

(1) M. Hubert Valleroux says that Dreyfus was condemned about fi 
while he was in fact condemned on 23rd Decem r, 1894, and we are now thd 


March, 1898. He says that he is “in possession of the fact from a friend of that superior 
officer.” Here we have the system of tittle-tattle employed by the people who have 
accused Dreyfus. They have never given proofs. They said that somebody told this o; 
that to some other person; but each time they have been put to the proof, they ride off on 
another falsehood. M. Hubert Valleroux affirms that Dreyfus “had a mistress and an 
irregular household.” If this statement were true it would constitute no proof of treason 
The court-martial which acquitted Esterhazy evidently thought so, for they listened with 
great good will to the woman with whom Esterhazy lived, though he was married. But one 
has nothing of the kind to bring against. Dreyfus. The Bill of Indictment said that 
“Captain Dreyfus had had for his mistress Madame Dida,’ who was murdered. But Dr 
Lutaud, that lady’s physician, has shown that she had never been Captain Dreyfus’s 
mistress So far was that from being the case that “ the judge of the assizes complimented 
him on the very worthy way in which he had conducted himself with regard to Madame 
Dida.” An assertion of this kind was the starting point of the researches made by M. Scheurer- 
Kestner. Some one said in his presence that Dreyfus had bought a house for 220,000 francs 
with the price of his treason. M. Scheurer-Kestner inquired into this tale, and found it to 
be as false as that alleged by M. Hubert Valleroux. M. Hubert Valleroux says that 
Captain Dreyfus “ exhausted the means of appeal.” He knew well that there was but one - 
to the council of revision, whose jurisdiction is limited to questions of form, and which 
does not enquire into the evidence. 

(2.) M. Valleroux says that “neither he [Dreyfus] nor his friends made 
objection at the time.” The unfortunate man never ceased to protest his innocence, in al] 
his letters, from the day of his degradation. His brothers, his father-in-law, his wife, have 
never rested in their search for the means whereby be might prove his innocence, The 
did not succeed in this before three years had passed away. But is this their fault? 
M. Valleroux asserts the existence of ‘a syndicate,’ and says that “its existence 
was avowed at the Zola trial.’ Where? When? By whom? Alas! I have tried to 
form a syndicate, under the name of the Committee for the Rehearing of the Dreyfus Trial, 
and to open a subscription for the necessary expenses. 1 have not succeeded. 
M. Valleroux says that the Aurore “was created expressly to promote this 
rehearing. If this were true, it was within the right of the friends of Dreyfus to appeal to 
public opinion since the administration was deaf to them. But (Aurore was created a long 
time before there was any question of appeal in the Dreyfus case by M. Vaughan, late 
manager of l'/ntransigeant, from whom M. Rochefort broke off violently after having 
received from him the greatest services. 7 


(3.) M.Valleroux pretends that there are no religious or race hatreds in the case, while 
he shows that he himself is impregnated with thei: for he speaks of Jews after the 
manner of Drumont. M. Brunetitre avowed that anti-Semitism is but a name for the 
stronz desire to dispossess of their property, not only the Jews, but also Protestants and 
Freemasons This so-called anti-Semitism has for its aim the driving of the Republicans 
out of the Republic, in order to hand it over to the worst adversaries of progress and 
thought—the Jeanie. They have been the inspirers of anti-Semitism as well as of 
Boulangism. They have not even had the modesty to dissimulate their activity. As M. 
Odelin admitted ina letter published by the Siecle, he was the manager of their establish- 
ments from 1882 to 1890. In 1892, he was President of the Council of Administration 
which foundred the Libre Parole. | 


M. Casella’s Evidence. 

M. Henri Casella, who is staying in Belgium, gave to an interviewer from 
the Gazette de Charleroi the following account of his receiving the confidences 
of Colonel Schwarzkoppen. and Colonel Panizzardi :— 

I have, he said, for 20 years inhabited Paris, and am well known there. I am connected 
by marriage with the Italian Ambassador, M. Tornielli. On the 17th December I was 
paying a visit to Major Panizzardi, with whom I have long had friendly relations. The con- 
versation turned on the Dreyfus Esterhazy incidents. Uptothat time I had always thought 
that Dreyfus was guilty. I belong to a military family and I could not believe that officers 
would have doomed an officer to a disgraceful punishment if they had not held irrefutable 
proofs of his guilt. But certain words of Major Panizzardi suddenly disturbed my 
conviction. “1 cannot explain,” said the Major, “ why the Dreyfus vou has not applied 
to Colonel Schwarzkoppen.” And he gave me to understand that the German Military 
Attaché could have said a great deal and possessed proof of the innocence of Dreyfus and 
the guilt of Esterhazy. The confidences of Major Panizzardi troubled my conscience, 
and I had the idea, which I communicated to him, of going to Berlin to interview Colonel 
Schwarzkoppen. From his first words he gave me the impression of a man who had on his 
conscience a heavy weight, of which he wished to disembarrass himself. I called on him to 
ask questions, but he spontaneously made to me the grave revelations which you know. At 
the first trial I was to have succeeded Esterhazy in the witness-box, but the defence gave up 
my evidence because it became aware that I should not be allowed to speak. 

M. Casella added that he was constantly receiving threatening letters. from 
Paris. | 

From a later interview in Za Réforme, Brussels, it seems that Mr. Henri 
Casella is residing for his safety in Belgium, where he says he has not to fear 
the attack of 500 against 1. He is an amateur of. fencing, and when he 
was connected with le Figaro he organised in 1806 the first international 


fencing tournament. It was he who introduced Colonel  Panizzardi 
to M. Périvier, one of the Directors of the Figare, whose cousin and 


bosom friend will, perhaps, be the yudge to try M. Zola for the second time at 
Versailles. M. Casella states that on the {th February this year Colonel 
Panizzardi came to his house in Paris at 1030 in the morning and said “TI have 
come to remind you that I have never been personally mixed up in all this affair 
and you must bring that out in your deposition.” Colonel Panizzardi then asked 
M. Casella to repeat what Colonel Schwarzkoppen had said to him which M. 
Casella did in the same language in which it has since been published in the Siec/e 
and reprinted in the Jewish Chronicle. Colonel Panizzardi said : ‘ That is well. 
He will not be sorry that it should all be publicly known.” M. Casella says that 
if the Parisian papers which still attack him would enquire of Colone 
Panizzardi, Colonel Panizzardi would certainly not deny his revelations, but 
these newspapers desire not to be well-informed on this particular matter 1n 
which they have taken a strong and wrong line early in the case. On being asked 
at the end of the interview whether Colonel Schwarzkoppen and Colonel 
Panizzardi would ever themselves speak out in public, M. Casella replied: 
* Perhaps.” We have observed, however, in a recent telegram, the statement that 
the King of Italy had forbidden Colonel Panizzardi to give evidence.

News from Algeria. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


ORAN, 21st APRIL, 1898. 

If a proof were once more wanted that anti-Semitism is a wind that. blows 
no one any good, we have it in the fact of a sad accident that took place last week 
at Algiers, in one of the free schools, of which & promising Christian boy was 
the unfortunate victim. As the popular cry of “A bas les Juifs” was becoming 
too frequent in the school grounds of late, the head-master, admonishing the boys. 
said that nobody in the school would be permitted in the future to cry out “A 
has” or’ Vive” anybody, that in the school there were not Christians nor Jews. but 
only children whose parents expected from them work and assiduity, and nothing 
else. He added that he hoped that the boys would call to order any who would 
disobey him. These words were interpreted by the boys as an authorisation to 
beat their disobedient. school-fellows, and on the following day a young lad 
named Llorca having shouted “ A bas les Juifs,” got such a severe beating that 
he was taken ill and died within three days. Fortunately the school was not 
attended by any Jewish boys. 

The Correctional Tribunal of Algiers tried, on the 13th. the roughs 
Bernard, Carrilong and Villa, prosecuted for having attacked a tram-car and 
wounded its passengers. It will be remembered that on the day of Cayrol’s 
funeral several carriages were broken to pieces and a poor Jew was even killed. 
The police were unable to find out Chabbat’s murderers, but succeeded in arresting 
Azoulay’s aggressors. 

MM. Sudraud and Roger, of the “ Anti-Juif,” defended; M. de Lavigne 
was the Public Prosecutor, and M. Aadmiral prosecuted on behalf of M. Azulav. 

M. Azulay, giving evidence, said that he was going home in the train when 
he heand the voice of a small boy saying: * There isa Jew.” He was immediately 
dragged from the car and wounded. He showed a medical certificate stating 
that he had received eleven wonnds from daggers. 

M. Adda, another Jewish passenger, said that he was not much hurt, as he 
concealed himself underneath the driver's seat. He recognised Villa, but not the 
others. 

The next witness. called was Detective Roynette. who said that on that day 
Villa was with a group shouting: “A bas les Juifs.” * We must kill them.” On 
that day Villa bosated of having killed Azulay. | 

Villa was sentenced to three vears’ imprisonment. and to one frane 
damages, which was the nominal amount asked by M. Azulay. .The other 
defendants were acquitted. 

Om the following day, and before the same tribunal. the notorious agitator. 
Max Régis, was tried. Special precautions had been taken. and the Court was 
surrounded by troops, the Anti-Juif having issued an inflammatory note in which 
the plaintiff, who is a Christian, was called a Jew. and Millard, the Minister of 
Justice was called Milhiard-Dreyfus. The note added that Drumont and his 
friends would be present in Court in order to see the shameful and disgraceful 
attitude of the Judges. The anti-Semitic party had some musicians who played 
the anti-Jewish tunes in a house next the Law Court, so whilst Regis was being 
tried the two thousand persons outside the Court were indulging in something 
like a concert. Claude Vallier, the plaintiff, said that on the 21st January 
he saw Max Révis heading the band of manifestatants, and passing before his 
establishment. ign 
windows, and all the shoes that were exhibited were greatly damaged. He com- 
plained that Régis had mentioned his name several times in the columns of the 
Anti-Juif under the heading, “ Négociants Franeais et serviteurs” (French mer- 


Onasign made by Régis the manifestants threw stones at its’ 


chant, Jewish employés), because he had a clerk who was a Jew, and had also 
held him up to condemnation because he dealt with Jews. , 

Several other witnesses said that Max Régis had not taken any part in the 
sacking of M. Valliers establishment. 

Max Régis denied that he had taken part in the attack on Vallier’s premises, 
as he had already gone home when the assault was taking place. 

Then M. de Lavigne, Procureur de la République, addressed the Tribunal, 
but shouts of “ Down with him” were raised, and the President had to order the 
Court to be cleared. | 

Ultimately it was held that the charge had not been established, but Régis 
was not set at liberty, as there are other charges against him. 

At the first meeting of the Conseil Supérieur, M. Marchal, Editor of the 
Telegramme, put a question to the Prefect in regard to the extraordinary 
precautions that were taken on the day of Régis’ trial. 

he Prefect’s answer was that he had no explanation to give to the Council, 
as he had acted in his capacity of Prefect of Algiers. But as M. Marchal insisted 
on ag re. the matter, the Prefect left the Council-room. 

M. Marchal continued attacking the Prefect and the police, but in the end he 
grew tired of the one-sided contest, for there was no one inthe Council to answer 
on behalf of the Prefect or the police. 

The Zelegramme, in reporting this meeting, referred to the Prefect, M. Paul 

Granet as Jacob Granet. 
_  Qur friend, M. Paul Kuff, Professor of History at. the National Lycée of 
( ran, has been appointed Officer de I'Instruction Publique. The anti-Semite 
Press is very indignant at the appointment, which it qualifies as a provocation of 
the anti-Jews by the Government. 

The Paris Fronde severely condemns the anti-Jewish agitation in Algeria, 
and calls for its vigorousrepression. It bids M. Lépine follow the energetic example 
of General Chanzy, and remember that he is the representative of free France. 

Another result of the anti-Semitic movement has been the withholding of 
leave from the soldiers during the Easter holidays. Passover coinciding this 
year with these holidays, the Jewish families of Algiers whose sons are per- 
forming their military service in the provinées, or those from the provinces that 
are serving in Algiers, looked forward with pleasure to the holiday: but the 
General-in-Chief only granted leave to all soldiers -Christian as well as Jews— 
on the special condition that (owing to the state of semi-revolution prevailing in 
Algiers) this town must not be approached within the circle of twenty miles, 
and those who are in Algiers had no leave at all. A soldier who transgressed this 
order was sentenced to thirty days’ imprisonment. 

General de Ganay. Commanding the Army Forces of the Province of Oran, 
made his official entry into this town last Monday. Amongst the functionaries 
who received the General was Monsieur Netter, Grand Rabbin, and the members 
of the Consistoire, who presented him with an address of welcome. 


The Truss Society.—The Lord Mayor will preside at the ninety-first 
anniversary festival in aid of the funds of the City of London Truss Society, 
which will be held on Thursday, May the 1Zth. The Society claims, and deserves 
generous support from the Jewish community, from the fact that one-fifth of 
the cases relieved in London are Jews. |

‘The first passages of arms in the war now raging do not 

Spain and __s promise victory to Spain, and it is almost certain that 
the Jews. yet another, and, perhaps, a final blow is about to be 
! dealt to her dominion. From the beginning of the 


century her power has been crumbling; one by one she has been stripped 


of her possessions, and internal strife and economic weakness have dimmed 
her glory. To the Jew the pitiable condition of this once proud kingdom is 
something of more than ordinary interest. The Jews had been among the 
proudest, most active, and most cultured Spaniards, but they were ruthlessly 
expelled from their homes. They carried their beloved and stately Spanish 
language with them ; and though they long remained fugitives and wanderers 
on the face of the earth, they have increased in numbers, in wealth, in influence 
and in power. With their resignation to facts and their toughness of fibre 
they bowed before every hurricane, and raised their heads, all the stronger 
and more hopeful, when the storm had swept by. But their persecutors 
have gone from defeat to defeat, until their glory has dwindled to a mere 
tradition of the past, feeding their vanity and ministering to their impotent 
pride. The Spaniards, loth to absorb modern influences, despising the spirit 
of commercialism, enervate1 by the mind-destroying intluence of the Inqnisi- 
tion, slept in the rays of the sun that beats fiercely on the plains of 
Castille, dreaming of their vanished splendour, and hugging a hope of revival 
which they were powerless to realise. Whatever may be the fate in store for 
the Jewish people, most assuredly the sceptre is passing from the Spanish 
race, aye, and from its sisters among the Latin nations. Their more self- 
indulgent nature unfit them for competition with the tenacity of the 
Saxon, the calculating shrewdness of the (German, the aggressive 
perseverance of the Slav, and the mental gifts and endurance of the race on 
whom the Spaniard of old lavished his hate and fanaticism in fullest measure. 


Our well-informed correspondent at St. Petersburg 

The Russian sends us this week the important item of news that 
Senate. the Government has directed the collection of all the 
decisions of the Russian Senate affecting the Jews 

during the last 25 years. The proceedings of the Senate must occasionally 
appear somewhat perplexing to English readers. The Senate is not, of course 
as its name would imply, a superior legislative institution exercising a veto over 
the decision of a Lower or popularly elected House. Its functions are rather 
those of a Court-of Appeal whose judgments, it would seem, have a very 


Testricted application. The decisions of an English Appeal Coart are 


binding throughout the country until reversed by a superior tribunal and 
the judgment of the House of Lords is final and can only be 
altered by specific legislation to that end. But not so the Russian Senate 
Any decision it may give is only a decision ad hoc. It establishes no prece- 
dent such as we understand it, and it does not act as a guide in similar cases 
The lowest and meanest provincial functionary may snap his fingers with 
impunity at this august Council of the Empire, and treat its jndgments with 
contempt. Instances abound in recent developments in Russia. Last year, 
forexample, the Town Council of Minsk elected a Jew on the Board of 
Commerce. The provincial authorities cancelled the election on the ground 
that Jews were not eligible for posts in the Municipal Government. But the 
Senate, on being appealed to, rejected’ this interpretation of the law and 
upheld the original appointment, at the same time making its decision public. 
Soon after an exactly similar case arose at Berditcheff. The Jews of that 
town petitioned the Mayor to nominate a Jew on the Board of Commerce, at 
the same time showing him the printed decision of the Senate. But the 
Mayor laughed the decision to scorn; he was a law unto himself and 
declined to be guided by the Senatorial judgment. If they wanted to force 
his hands, he said, they must make a special appeal to the Senate and obtain 
a decision applying specitically to the case in hand.

But if its 
authority has to be invoked in every individual instance of 
wrong, its power for good becomes grievously curtailed. And even when thé 
matter is still under the Senate's consideration, the appellantis invariably treated 
as though the decision had gone against him, and he is subjected to all the 
ills and annoyances from which he is seeking to escape. Unfortunately, 
Russian law is not remarkable for its lucidity. No law, indeed, errs on the 
side of clearness and simplicity; but the Russian code is a masterpiece of 
contradiction and confusion, especially as it alfects—or is supposed to affect 
—the Jews in Russia, Some time back an vifort was made to get a proper 
digest of it made, so far as it applied to Jews. But when, after much trouble 
and expense, part of the work was completed, it was found necessary always 
to have a Russian lawyer at one’s elbow to explain the digest. W hat opportuni- 
ties for the indulgence of petty bureaucratic spite and malignity does this not 


passing over the administration. According to some, the mot d’ordre has 
gone forth from the highest quarters, and is exerting its effect on the 
bureaucracy. After all, the Russian peasant is not so far wrong when he 
says: ‘ Don’t be afraid of the Tsar; be afraid of the overseer.”

The course of trade during the past four months has demonstrated the 
absurdity of this official theory. The export of corn from Russia has been, 
not indeed as great as in the two preceding years, which were exceptionally 
productive, but fully up to the average, and thus the supplies which were 
needed for the support of the peasantry till the next harvest have 
been steadily drawn away. Apparently, the official theory was 
invented as an excuse for the determination of the (Government to 
refrain from organising measures of relief. But this determination 
can no longer be persisted in, seeing that the provinces which are 
now suffering from want of food are among the most fertile in Russia, 
and include within their boundaries the greater part of the famous black-earth 
zone. A famine that affects these provinces cannot but affect the greater part 
of the Russian Empire. The fact that this fertile tract has been the first to 
feel the pressure of want has a considerable bearing on the Jewish question in 
Russia. It has been argued by high economic authorities that, in years of 
scarcity, the provinces outside the Pale must suffer the most severely, because 
in them the Jews are not allowed to exercise their function, which no other

The 
students who have gone forth from it to the provinces have been 
everywhere the pioneers of intellectual progress. Around them 
has centred, in many cases, the entire intellectual life of Provincial 
Jews. It has rested with them to shape and mould the thought of their con- 
gregants in accord with English feelings and ideas; and on the calibre of 
these ministers and their success in combining social work with mental

That the game is not worth the candle has been 
proved times out of number, but for all that, funds are supplied unstintingly 
to the coffers of the conversionists. The eloquent and impressive denunciation 
of the Rev. C. Fleming Williams will, perhaps, cool the ardour of people 
who subscribe to the conversionist societies and direct their good intentions 
towards the Jews into more deserving channels. The reverend 


gentleman has never had any sympathy with the missionaries to the “ ancient 


faith.” He is content t> leave us alone, providing we are true to our Judaism, 
‘‘ Just, honourable, sympathetic, humble and faithful to God.” As good and 
faithful Jews He will admire us and respect us, ‘but that Jews should become 
Christians is ‘a matter for (tod alone.” Our fidelity to our faith, religion 
and God, with a closer affinity between the races of Jews and Christians 
and a juster regard for each other, will please him more than any effort of 
conversion. The reference to the Dreyfus Case in the “recent tendency 
to stir up racial hatred all over Europe” contained an equally powerful 
denunciation from this outspoken and fearless minister, and when he con- 
cluded an impressive peroration it was evident that his flock was with him, 
jadging from the mutted murmurs of assent which only the sacredness of

Does the proposal of the Berkeley Street congrega- 
tion to erect a synagogue of its own in East London 
indicate a stirring of the “reform” conscience to 
greater collective action in the communal interest than 
| _ has till now been the case? If so, the indication will 
certainly be welcomed by its Orthodox brethren, who have been hitherto left 
to plough their way through their sea of troubles, pretty well unaided and 
alone. We say “ greater collective action,” for there have undoubtedly been 
several notable exceptions to the rule of general lethargy which has characterised 
the members of the Reform Synagogue. But the bulk of the congregation have 
wrapped themselves in a sort of semi-isolation, and if they are about to shake 


Awakening of 
the Reform 
Congregation. 


The efforts of the conversionists have been 
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themselves free from the spirit of indifference, step down from their proud 
position of aloofness, and take their share, as a body, in the communal labours 
that naturally fall to them, it will be regarded by their brethren as a grati- 
fying awakening. Nevertheless, we have some doubts about the value of the 
proposed scheme. What we desire is to bring the rich to the poor, to bridge 
the chasm between the East and the West. A synagogue is not the best means 
for accomplishing this work. What is wanted is not bricks and mortar, 
but men; men who will sacrifice for a few hours the ease and eomfort 
of their own villas, and go and study East End problems on the spot, 
and apply themselves assiduously to solving them. Personal service 
is the one thing needful. Beautiful buildings and impressive service may be 
magnificent but they are not religion. And when the eloquence of its pulpit is 
exhausted, and its most beautiful anthems have been sung, the proposed 
synagogue will not have advanced the solution of our many problems an 
inch from the position in which they were before the foundations were dug, or 
the first brick laid. What the community would more eagerly welcome would 
be some collective assistance in the many good works it has already in hand, 
and an earnest effort to imitate the great reform congregations across the 
Atlantic, which, in their zeal and public spirit, have set us all a magnificent 
example, while they have achieved unexampled success. |

Unity in federating their synagogues under a single constitution 
the on the lines of the United Synagogue in London is an 
Provinces. — excellent and commendable piece of work, indicative of 


the high public spirit animating the Jews in the great 
Scoteh city. We wish their action found more widespread imitation than it 
does. Unfortunately the tendency is, if anything, entirely in the opposite 
direction The Birmingham community for a long time presented a spectacle 
of almost unparalleled unity. But distant echoes of disunion have come 
unpleasantly to our ears from the Midland town. In many others of the 
great provincial centres, the spirit of separatism—come almost to be regarded _ 
as a Jewish predilection—preserves its rule unchecked. The congregations’ 
in Cheetham—that teeming suburb of Manchester—would be all the 
better and stronger for more united action. The same could certainly be 
said of Sheffield and Leeds. The public-spirited work of such men as the 
Rey. L. M. Simmons and the Rev. M. Abrahams, tends to bring tlie small 
communities together, and to introduce harmony of action; but their 


‘influence, because it is personal, is therefore, necessarily, not permanent. 


Liverpool is another case in point. In that town the Jewish congregations 
are absolutely distinct, revolving, so to speak, in entirely different orbits. , li 
the intluential Jewish leaders once resident there had remained in the town, 4 
different situation might have arisen, but London continues to attract and 
absorb some of the best hearts and intellects among the provincial communities ; 
and the magnetic force of the great metropolis has, in withdrawing many 
of the communal leaders from Liverpool and Manchester, helped to 
retard the process of unification. To preach on the virtues of unity at 
this time of day would be to deliver a very belated sermon. They are 
realised in every community except our own, both religious and political, 
and this appreciation is written boldly in the history of Europe in recent 
years. For Jews, who are attacked from so many quarters, to present an 
absolutely united front is doubly necessary. A strong, central, representative 


congregation in the great provincial cities, voicing authoritatively to the world 


the opinion of the community, and imparting steadiness and strength to the 
internal administration is a desideratum of the very first importance. —

The Authorised Daily Prayer Book. 
‘ 


The fifth edition of the Authorised Daily Prayer Book, translated by the Rev 
S. Singer. is now being issued by Messrs. Werthemmer, Lea and Co. It has been 
again carefully revised, and is brought up to date by the substitution for the old 
form of the Praver for the Royal Family of the form modified by the Chief 
Rabbi, and used for the first time at the celebration in the synagogues of Her 
Majesty s Diamond Jubilee in June last. 

It will be remembered that the Authorised Daily Prayer Book owes its 
origin to the generosity and public spumit of Mars. Nathaniel Montetiore, by whom 
the entire cost of production was defrayed, the copyright beme vested in the 
Rehgious Education Board (formerly the Jewish Association for the Ditfusion 
of Religious Knowledge). Its popularity has exceeded all previous experience 
no less than 28,000 copies having already been printed. 


New West End Synagogue.—A cautiously worded paragraph in the 
interesting Annual Report of the New West End Synagogue (the first congre- 
gation to issue these reports) Indicates that the management have receded from 
the position taken up by them at the instance of Sir Samuel Montagu with 
regard to the “Grant” of £4,000 made by the Umited Synagogue towards the 
erection of the Building in St. Petersburg Place. It was maintained that this 
“orant’” was a gift and not an advance as in the case of every other similar 
vote. In the Report, it is now stated that “as there can be no possible doubt 
that this synagogue is prepared to repay all the sums granted to it by the 
United Synagogue, the matter in dispute is of so formal a character, that it can 
scarcely be doubted but that a complete understanding will be soon arrived at.” 

St. James’s Philanthropic Society.—The seventh annual dinner of 
this Society, whose subscriptions are distributed for the purpose of aiding the 
funds of many of the hospitals in the metropolis, was held at the London 
Tavern, Fenchurch Street, on Monday, Sir William H. Porter, Bart., presiding. 
After the loyal toasts had been honoured, Mr. Louis 8. Green, one of the 
honorary secretaries, proposed “The Navy and Army.’ The Chairman, in 
submitting the toast of the evening, * Success to the St. James's Philanthropic 
Society.” said the institution rested upon a very firm basis, because, in addition 
to receiving contributions from the wealthier classes, it had the enormous 
advantage of being subscribed to by the working classes of East London. By 
far the larger part of the contributions came from the pennies which were 
subscribed weekly by the generosity and_ self-sacrifice of the hard-working 
toilers in the poorest district of A sum of £2,500 had been subscribed 
towards the carrying on of the work since its foundation. At the outset aid was 
only given to one hospital, but through the energy of those connected with the 
Society. the benefits had now been extended to a dozen or more of the metro- 
politan hospitals. He, therefore, confidently appealed to them to contribute 
towards an institution which was second to none in London. Mr. Asher Levy, 
one of the hon. secretaries, announced donations to the amount of £110 12s. The 
toast of “ The Chairman” was proposed by Mr. B. A. Fersht. The dinner’ was 
served under the superintendence of Messrs. 1. Silver cud Son, Duke Street, 
Aldgate. 

BRADY STREET CLUB FOR WORKING LADS.—The Minstrel Troupe of the Jews’ 
Orphan Asylum, West Norwood, accompanied by their Head Master, Mr. Raphael, and 


Mr. Green, the Secretary, gave an entertainment to the members of the Brady Street | 


Club, whom they amused for more than two hours. In the course of the evening Mr. 
Raphael gave away the prize football cups awarded to the best ves of the Brady Street 
team, the recipients being EH. Toff (back), the Captain, M. Abrahams (half-back, 
left wing), and G. Muscovitz (centre forward). He accompanied the distribution with a 
few well-chosen words on the value of the club as a rendezvous for “Old Boys” of the 
Asylum. He regretted that so many of his pupils on leaving vanished from his sight for 
ever through want of some rallying point which might keep them all in touch with one 
another. He believed the Brady Street Club could supply this want, and he congratulated 
it on the useful work it was doing. A vote of thanks to Mr. Raphael and the Troupe 
brought to a close a very pleasant evening.

The Jews in Italy. 


| FROM OUR CORRRESPONDENT. | 
Rome, 247TH APRIL. 


Signor Luigi Luzzatti, member of the Treasury, has had a bad attack of » 


influenza. and though his condition is not grave his absence from duty is severely 
felt by his colleagues at this critical period for diplomacy. His medical advisers 
have ordered him absolute rest. Signor Luzzatti was born in 1841, and has 
happily a robust constitution. Let us hope that he will be speedily restored to 
health. 

At Florence, the centenary of Amerigo Vespucci has been celebrated with 
considerable rejoicings. At the Politeama the University students performed 
Aristotle's play “Piuto.” which had been capitally translated by Professor 
Cavaliere Augusto Franchetti. The play was splendidly performed and the 
theatre, decorated in Greek style. was crowded. Professor Franchetti is President 
of the Jewish Congregation at Florence, member of the Accademia della Crusca: 
and one of the foremost literary men in Italy. 

Signor Cesare Parenzo. one of the Jewish Senators of the Kingdom, died at 
Nervi on the 15th inst. He was born in 1839, and in 1860 he took part in the 
campaign, enrolling himself as a Volunteer with Garibaldi, whom he followed to 
Aspromonte in 1852, and the Tyrol in 1866. Signor Parenzo was three times 
elected a member of the Chamber of Deputies, and in 1880 he was appointed a 


Senator. He was one of the most regular and active members of the Senate, 


which now has five Jews. 


The five Senators are: Commendatore Isacco Artom, of Asti. who was at 
one time Private Seeretary to Cavour and Itahan Minister at Copenhagen ; 
Commendatore Graziadio Ascoli, Professor at the Academy of Science and 
Literature at Milan, and one of the greatest of hving  philologists: 
Commendatore Enrico Fano. of Mantua. Municipal Assessor of Milan: 
Commendatore Giacomo Malvano. of Turin. Secretary-General for Foreign 
Affairs : and Commendatore Tullo Massarani. one of the most illustrious poets 
and painters in Italy. In my last letter IT mentioned that other Jews will shortly

Commendatore Vittorio Carpi, son of Commendatore Leone Carpi whose 
death vou have announced. is a Professor of Singing, who merits to be 
widely known. He was for many vears Director of the Academy of Musie in 
Chicago, and has since opened a School of Singing at Milan. which is largely 
frequented. Among his pupils are many vocalists of high rank in England and 
the United States. 

Among the painters who will exhibit at the Turin Exhibition, which is to be 
opened next Monday in the presence of the King and Queen, are Vittorio Corcos 
of Leghorn, Levi Pughese. of Vercelli, Orefice of Venice. and several other 
Jews. There will be about 150 Jewish exhibitors in all the branches of art, 
literature. science. and industry. Italy is doing itself much honour by its treat- 
ment of the Jews. who enjoy the fullest liberty, and live in the utmost harmony 
with all their fellow-countrymen.

If a subtle representation of the wildest improbabilities, causing a contin 
stream of merriment and laughter, are the objects to be sought for by the Write 
of the modern farcical comedy, then our roung coreligionist, Mr. Lawre 
Sterner, has, with the assistance of Mr. Knoblauch scored genuine triumph is 
“ The Club Baby,” which was produced at the Avenue Theatre for the first thee 
on Wednesday evening. To iell the full story of the bright three-act farce ‘ 
hardly fair either to author or to reader. Fora play of this nature must hay, 
for its motif the very thinnest of thin plots, while it would be but spoiling ‘he 
fun to know beforehand how the idea running through the play is worked oy; 
Suffice it to say, that the man or woman who goes to see “The Club Baby,” and 
does not laugh heartily from the first. rise to the last fall of the curtain, must je 
unable to appreciate ridiculous situations and furious frolic. 

The whole “ confusion ” upon which the farce depends arises from the fac 
that a baby, apparently “nobody's child,” is left at the door of the Corkscrew 
Club, and (ound by one Orgood (Mr. Sidney Brough), a candidate for Parlja. 
mentary honours. Naturally, in real life, the police would have heey 
communicated with, and the baby housed at the workhouse. But if they did what 
is done in real life on the stage there could be no farcical comedy. Ss, 
Orgood gets the club to father the child—the club members transforming them. 
selves into nurses with caps and aprons, and feeding bottles—bringing, as it were 
“The Luck of Roaring Camp” down, or up, to the modern club. Needless 4 
say endless complications arise. Mrs. Orgood’s father, Jeremiah Larkins (Mr. 
Lionel Brough), visits the club in disguise in order to know the truth, and is mis. 
taken for the New Woman of the play, Mrs, Law (Miss Susie Vaughan), who has 
compelled her husband, Bertie Law (Mr. Compton Coutts), to give her an intro. 
duction to the club, which she uses in behalf of Mrs. Orgood (Miss Vane 
Featherstone), and her sister, Florry Larkins (Miss Beatrice Ferrar), who them. 
selves visit the club dressed up as two young country cousins of Mrs. Orgood. 
We have said enough to show that the story teems with the most remarkable and 
intricate situations. | 

The piece is excellently mounted, the Club Scene being especially good 
The dialogue, too, is in points particularly clever, as, for instance, where the 
New Woman is described as “The Jack of both sexes, and the mistress ot 
neither.’ It would have been as well, however, to have spread the butter of the 
dialogue a little more evenly throughout the play. As it 1s, there is a noticeable 
“dab” here and there, leaving. to adopt another simile, bald patches, which seem 
to require a little intellectual Harlene. There were, also, a few minor 
points, mainly of stage direction. which were obviously faulty, and will 
doubtless be remedied,’ as time goes on.

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THE GIRLS’ CLUB QUESTION. 


VIEWS OF AN EMINENT AUTHORITY. 


[BY AN OCCASIONAL CORRRESPONDENT. | 
I had an opportunity the other day of discussing with one of the most 


eminent authorities on girls’ clubs in this country, a lady who has devoted her 
entire attention to this branch of philanthropic work, the question which has 
been raised in the columns of the Jewish Chronicle—whether the influence of such 
clubs makes for good or evil. On my explaining the objection which had been 
raised to them: that they take girls away from their home duties, and encourage 

adding about, I was assured that this was no new objection, nor a peculiarly 
Jewish one. It had been urged ever since the girls’ club movement was first 
started. 
“ But it is an entirely mistaken objection,” urged my informant, “ because it 
assumes that if work girls, after their day's toil is over. were not encouraged to 
attend clubs, they would remain at home helping their mothers. Such an 
assumption betrays a complete want of knowledge of London working girls and 
the conditions amidst which their lives are passed. Do vou think that aftera girl 
has spent a long day in a shop or a factory she does not crave for some very 
different recreation or amusement than she can find at home? Of course she 
must have excitement and change, the buoyant spirits of youth in a normally 
healthy girl demand it. It is not a question whether she is going to spend her 
evening at a club or at home, but at a club or in the stréets, at a club or ina 
music hall, at a club or ina dancing saloon. Those are the real alternatives that 
you have to face. Clubs are established to provide an efficient counter-attraction 
to such amusements. To talk about their weaning girls from their homes is all 
nonsense. Even if the homes were all that they ought to be—spacious, comfort- 
able, well-ventilated, peaceable—and we know that, unfortunately, they are not, 
and cannot be among the very poor, a young girl would still seek to escape from 
her surroundings at times, and find change and amusement among companions of 
her own age.” 

What do the mothers themselves say?” asked. 

“They certainly do not share the objection,” was the reply. “On the 
contrary, they are all delighted that their girls shall have somewhere to go of a 
night where they know that the girls will be safe. 
ago where the question of the morals of working girls was being discussed, when 
a working-woman in the audience got up and said: ‘If you ladies really want to 
help working girls, start clubs for them.’ And that is the opinion of all mothers 
in that class, certainly of uine-tenths of them.” | 

“Tt is not true. then, that our rescue homes and such institutions are 
replenished from girls who have become accustomed to spend their evenings in 
* The testimony of matrons of homes and prisons leads to quite an opposite 
conclusion. Girls who fall into evil ways are just those who have never been 
brought under the refining influence of a club, and wherever clubs have been 
started they have had a strikingly diminishing effect upon crime and immorality.” 

“Ts it not clear to you,’ continued my informant, waxing enthusiastic in the 
cause she was championing, “that Girls’ Clubs must have such an effect? In the 
tirst place, they are managed by ladies who bring a refining influence to bear on 
the girls, who visit them in their homes, and get to know all about them. Do 
you not see that girls brought under such influences, and looked after as 
they are. would, for very shame’s sake, abstain from doing anything that might 
bring them into discredit. Then the very amusements and recreations provided, 
not to speak of the useful instruction, have an elevating influence on the girls. 
And in most clubs some kind of religious instruction isafforded ; atany rate, the 
tone of the club is more hkely than not to be a religious and moral one. 

* Then consider the many useful and edifying organisations that are set in 
motion in connection with girls’ clubs—the lending libraries, the reading circles, 
the musical drill, the classes for mending and adapting clothes for the dear ones at 
home, the provident medical clubs, the-savings banks, the trousseau funds, the 
social evenings to which the girls’ mothers and brothers are invited, and the ‘ day 
out, to which the girls are encouraged to invite their mothers. So far from 
encouraging girls to neglect their homes, these clubs result in conferring many an 
indirect benefit on the homes. They tend to make the girls more cheerful and 
helpful when at home than they would otherwise be. They cause them to grow 
up useful daughters, efficient wives, and resourceful mothers. That is the effect 
which the club movement has had among us non-Jews, and I have no doubt it is 
the same In your community, for human nature is human nature all the world 
over.

Kosher Dinners for Middle-Class Families.

MENU OF A_ DINNER FOR EIGHT PERSONS. 


Potato Soup with Croidtons. 
Codfish Balls. Boiled Salmon.

POTATO SOUP WITH CROUTONS.—Take two quarts of stock, mince four ounces of 
lean smoked beef, put it in a frying-pan with a good sized onion (pepper and salt) fry 
until brown, then add the stock and simmer for thirty minutes. Pare and slice four good 
sized potatoes add them to the soup and simmer three-quarters of an hour longer, season 
and serve. To make the crottons, cut stale bread into slices, spread it lightly with 
dripping on one side, then cut into dice. Place them on a baking-tin and put them in a 
moderate oven until a golden brown. 


CoDFISH BALLS.—Pick one pound of codfish into small pieces, soak it in cold water 
for half-an-hour, then drain and pour over it enough boiling water to cover; let it stand 
on back part of the fire for 15 minutes, strain and press out all the water, then mix it 
with one pound of mashed potatoes which should be well beaten. Add one tablespoonfn! 
of fine oil, a little of the fish and water, a saltspoonful of pepper, a little salt and beat 
well. Form into balls, roll in egg, then in breadcrumbs, and fry in hot oil. Garnish 
with parsley. 


DUCK WITH OLIVES.—Two young ducks, put in a baking tin, dust with 
pper, add a half-cup of water to the pan and bake in a quick oven for an 
our. Take the ducks from the pan and then put in one table-spoon of dripping 
and two of flour, stir and cook until the flour isa dark brown. then add one pint of stock, 
a table-spoonful of minced raw smoked beef, a tea-spoonful of grated onion and a season- 
ing of salt and pepper. Stir cortinually until it boils and add two dozen stoned olives. 
Cook gently five minutes and pour over and around the duck and serve. | 


BREADED TOMATOS.—The plum tomato 1s the best for breading on account 
of its fruity flavour. Rinse and wipe dry, cut into slices about a quarter-inch thick, dust 
with salt and pepper. Add a tablespoonful of water toa well beaten egg. Put some 
nice dried breadcrumbs into a dinnerplate, dip the tomatoes quickly in the egg and then 
into the breadcrumbs, cover them carefully all over and lay them out on a board to get 
dry for a few moments. Put two tablespoonfuls of dripping into a saucepan, when hot 
put in enough slices to cover the bottom. Brown quickly on one side then turn on the 
other side to brown. Lift carefully and serve without delay. 


Mock MINCE PIE.—Chop one cup of stoned raisins, roll two or three water crackers 
very finely, chop two ounces of citron peel, and wash and dry’half acup ofcurrants. Mix 
all these ingredients together, and add a quarter teaspoonful of salt, the juice and rind of 
one lemon, a half cup of sugar, and a wine-glassful ot brandy or rum, two-thirds of a cup 
of treacle, one egg well beaten, a teaspoonful of cinnamon, a quarter teaspoonful of cloves, 
and a grating of nutmeg. Mix all well together, and line a pie-dish with good dripping 
paste, fill the mixture in, put a piece of paste on the top, ornament it, and bake. 


GREEN GOOSEBERRY TART.—Top and tail the gooseberries. For one quart of 
gooseberries line two deep pie-dishes, with good dripping paste (six ounces of dripping 
to 1 1b. of flour), fill with the gooseberries, aad nearly one cup of sugar to one tart, cover 
with an upper crust, and bake in a quick oven for forty minutes; sift sugar over it. 


COATED APPLES.—Take 1 lb. of flour, 4 lb. of marrow, } lb. of castor sugar 
one tablespoon of good beef dripping, two eggs, the juice of one lemon, a pinch of salt, the 
peel of half a lemon, and a gill of rum or brandy; the whole of the ingredients to be 
mixed and kneaded together and put in a cool place for half an hour. Make a little 
mincemeat of currants, stoned raisins, chopped almonds, ground cinnamon and sugar. 
Take one dozen of nice large apples, pare them, scoop the cores out and put in room of 
cores the mincemeat. Now take the paste, roll it, and thinly cut tweive four-cornered 
pieces, place one apple on each, roll it into a ball, also roll them in eggs first and chopped 

i into it and bake; 
sift sugar over it.

Those, however, who subscribe five shillings and upwards are alone entitled to 
hold office, to vote at meetings and to receive the reports, the Society's Magazine, 
Nature Notes, and other abiicedinnés The objects of the society—which is 
named in remembrance of the famous naturalist, Gilbert White of Selborne— 
are :— 


1, The preservation from unnecessary destruction of wild birds, animals and plants, | 


which are harmless, beautiful and rare. | 
2. The discouraging of the use of birds and their plumage for dress or ornament, except 
when the birds are killed for food or reared for their plumage. 


3. The protection of places and objects of antiquarian interest or natural beauty from 
ill-treatment or destruction. 


4. The promotion of the study of Natural History. 


It will be seen that the Society is most liberal in the restrictions it would 
impose, and shows rare discrimination in only condemning destructiveness which 
is absolutely unnecessary. As regards animals, the Mosaic Laws in the first 
place implant in the Jewish race principles’ of humanity in the treatment of 
animals consumed for food. Love of the beautiful is also a prominent 
feature of the Jewish temperament, and consequently the, Society should 
recelve warm co-operation in its endeavours to preserve the beauties 
of nature, and to stay the vandal’s hand. There is one abuse~ which 
the acipiads strains every nerve to sweep away, and which necessitates a special 
appeal to the lady readers of this paper—this regards the wearing of birds or their 
plumage as ornaments. It is a well-known fact that the gentle art of dress is 
very dear to the majority of Jewish ladies, and that they as a rule strictly obey 
the inexorable decrees of that tyrant—modern fashion. Still, I do not doubt 
that if it were put to their feelings of humanity that it is a barbarous fashion 
they are countenancing, they would shake themselves free from its yoke. In 
especial does this apply to the wearing of the so-called “ospreys” in hats and 
bonnets, and in the hair Continual appeals have been made in the leading 
apers, but the fashion still prevails, to the shame, be it said, of modern women. 
rhe “ osprey ” 1s really misnamed—“ aigrette” is more correct, for the graceful 
plume is obtained from the egret, a species of heron. This plume only appears 
on the birds in the nesting season, and consequently when the parent birds (who 
are an easy prey, for they lose all fear in their anxiety for their nestlings) have 
been rathiesaly slaughtered, and their bodies left to decay, the young die of 


starvation. ould anything be more pitiful? Can any _ tender-hearted 
woman support such a_ proceeding by wearing these plumes, which are 
so. dearly ught by the sufferings—nay the agonies—of thousands of 


helpless creatures? And yet every milhner’s shop is crowded with these 
graceful feathers, every other hat or bonnet, crowning a lady’s head, flaunts 
this example of “ murderous millinery.’ As “J” says, many ladies, it is to be 
hoped, wear them in ignorance, for milliners, who fear that condemnation of the 


osprey means loss to them, induce customers to believe that they are not real. | - 


Sir William Flower spoke of this in his letter to the Zimes in June 1806, and 
emphatically declared that the plumes are real, and are ony in many places cut 
in two and fixed side by side in order to deceive people. To quote his words : 
“Thus one of the most beautiful of birds is being swept off the face of the earth 
under circumstances of peculiar cruelty to minister toa passing fashion, bolstered 


up by a glaring falsehood.” And the egret is by no means the only bird which is | 


being slaughtered wholesale—kingfishers, seagulls, orioles, humming birds, and 
other tropical species are shaviatal to the samealarming extent. It seems pitiable 
that the face of nature should be marred for so trivial an object, that we should 
risk robbing the world of one of its greatest beauties. It is not as if great sacri- 
fice were needed to forego the wearing of birds and their plumage, there are 
- humberless substitutes—flowers, ribbons, and laces—which are equally attractive, 
and, besides, neither ostrich plumes nor the feathers of birds killed for ood need be 
tabooed. “ Evil is wrought by want of thought as well as want of heart,” is a 
saying whose truth is proved every day, and all around us—women, who would 
rightly reprove and punish their children for any act of cruelty to a dumb 
creature, do not think of the barbarity which their adornments tacitly sanction, 
or else they dismiss the thought lightly with the comfort that it is most probably 
all “made up by the papers,”’ or a few fanatics. But they will not, they dare not 
persist in this horrible whim, when they know the truth. Many are apt to think 
that it makes little difference if one person more or less wear an osprey, but it 
does indeed make all the difference. It is, as I have said the work of 
the individual which leads eventually to the triumph of the good cause. “ Every 
little helps” is trite but true. Therefore, fair ladies show your sense and good 
feeling, and if but a few of the many who may read these words discard these 
ateful ornaments, they will not have been written in vain. Their object will 
also have been accomplished if they bring into more prominent notice, and gain 
supporters for, the Selborne Society, which deserves such unqualified praise for 
its zeal and discretion. The Society's work cannot be over-estimated, for it has 
constituted itself Nature's champion, her defender against the attacks of the 
ignorant, brutal and thoughtless. Alas! there is but too little beauty in our 
np aaday life, All praise then to those who endeavour to preserve the glories

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The Choir Question. 


[PROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT. | 


It is with some reluctance that I write on this subject, but the matter having 
been opened, I think it as well to state my views. I certainly refuse to consider 
the choir question “ eternal,” as does “ A. L.” in last week’s Jewish Chronicle, for 
I shall, later on, venture to suggest methods for improving our choral service, 
which, if adopted, would, I feel convinced, speedily i the existence of any 
“ choir question ” at all. There are some points on which I agree with “ Aid 3 
in others I differ. Let us take the points of accord first. 

There can be no doubt whatever, froma musician's view, of the advantage of 
an organ accompaniment ; the instrument is not only invaluable to the singers, 
but by the aid of combinations of various harmonic qualities at the disposal of 
the organist, it lends a dignity as well as variety to the musical portion of the 
service, quite unattainable by other means, I could enlarge considerably on this 
subject, but as it is at present not within the range of practical communal polities, 
I refrain from doing so. 

Failing the organ, a “ mixed ” choir, i.e., male and female adult voices, is the 
best solution of the problem. I yield to none in my appreciation of the bright 
and, as a rule, intelligent qualities of a boy's character, but owing to the fact that 
so soon as by dint of careful training he becomes really efficient, his voice breaks, 
or else at about the same stage in his choral career he will leave the choir on 
account of other avocations lasinitie his time, he clearly cannot be the best means 
of ensuring good music. ‘Church choirs also suffer periodically from this cause, 
but the organ accompaniment prevents the display of such weakness as is at once 
apparent in unaccompanied choirs. I find, by experience, that it usually requires 
a course of about three years’ hard work to turn the average boy into a fairly 
good synagogue chorister. The Jewish boy has many difficulties to contend 
against, which do not affect his non-Jewish confrére. As a rule, before a boy can 
get into a very good church choir, unless he possesses a remarkably exceptional 
voice, when he would in any case be accepted, he will have had some musical 
training other than that received in day school, and often in advertise- 
ments for» boys the words “sons of musicians preferred” appear. 
Such boys will have been in an atmosphere of music all their 
lives and their artistic capacity is bound to be influenced. Even the ordinary 
hoy, if the son of moderately religious parents, will have his musical taste fostered 
by the high-class music he hears in church, where all the resources of art are 
brought to bear in order to increase the impressiveness of the service ; the chapels 
are now also largely adopting a high artistic standard for their services. Besides 
this, the home singing of bymns (in a language which the children really 
understand) and often songs from the oratorios,. etc., on Sundays, tmmensely 
helps the general musical culture. 

Now, there is no disguising the fact that the Jewish boy of the 
Elementary School has none of these advantages, and in addition 
has the difficulty of singing at synagogue in a language which, though 
if really well taught it will appeal to him in later years, 1s, during his school and 
choirboy days, not only neatly unintelligible and therefore uninteresting to him, 
but accordingly qualifies his recognising that reverence due to a condition of 
prayer. His home music too—of course there are exceptions—will be generally 
of the lighter order, say a waltz, or a selection from a comic opera, or perhaps 
not even these, at any rate, little will be found, as a rule, to benefit or train his 
musical taste. It will, therefore, be obvious that the adult lady chorister—who 
will necessarily possess a fairly-trained voice (which does not change as does the 
boy's) some musical knowledge and a general seriousness in regard to choir 
duties—must be the preferable material for unaccompanied choral music. 

I agree with “ A. L.” that our choirs should be enlarged instead of diminished ; 
indeed, this was one of the first recommendations made by the Choirmasters 
Committee to the Choir Committee of the United Synagogue, in areport drafted 
only after. the most mature deliberation: Body of tone 1s much more essential 
in an unaccompanied choir, than in one where an organ is employed, as_ the 
instrument can be trusted to “ fill in” when necessary ; yet, how many churches 
with fairly large congregations, would be content with a choir numerically equal 
to the average one of a synagogue? And churches, as a rule, have no galleries to 
swallow up the tone as have synagogues. It is, however, difficult to persuade 
synagogue authorities that a choir may require additional men’s voices in order 
to ensure good singing quality, without necessarily increasing its loudness ; but 
ultimately, I feel assured, that point will be won. 

And now for our points of difference. “A. L.” clearly has no knowledge of 
the condition of music in village churches, except, perhaps, where largely 
endowed, or with very exceptional musical talent at command, or he would not 
have made his comparison. Let him test a village church choir, or even many 
other church choirs, without an accompaniment ; comparisons can only be fairly 
made with like against like. 

But the gravity of a further remark of his surely “A. L.” can scarcely realise. 
He states that it is necessary to change keys, “ because the trebles cannot sing 
above E flat, or the altos above G.” { hope there is no choirmaster in London 
whose voices are in such straits: if so [ am sorry to say it must be caused by 
want of knowledge in the production and development of boys’ voices. - 

- Another smaller matter on which I differ from “ A.L.” is that boys joining a 
choir at 11 or 12 years of age come with vocal defects “ fossilized.” I only wish 


- 7 could always ensure a sufficient number of boys of that age ; | would very soon 


cure their preconceived notions. It is the fact of having been at times obliged 
to engage boys of about & or 9, quite incapable of grasping the difficulties of 
Hebrew words, voice production, musical phrasing, and many other essentials of 
choir work, besides their want of stamina, that has proved sources of weakness 
to me. 

Now to suggest a few remedies. -By the above-quoted remarks of “ A.L.” I 
admit having been enlightened on weak points in synagogue choirs, which I had 
not suspected, so I wil = state what should be the qualifications for anyone 
undertaking the post of synagogue choirmaster. He must have a thorough 
knowledge of Hebrew reading and translation. He must understand the 
production of all voices, but particularly those of boys (a special subject) ; a man 


who has either belonged to a choir directed by a first-rate conductor, but — 


especially has facilities in boys’ voice-training, or, better still, possess a voice- 
trainers’ certificate, would be best. He should have a good knowledge of 
chazanuth, of piano or organ, and of general musical culture. An acquaintance 
with harmony is also desirable, as hemay have to “ score,” or, at any rate, under- 
stand others’ work. Of course, the reading at sight from both notations, a good 
memory, and the power of dealing with large bodies of people, are necessary ; in 
addition to these a perfect ear for tune, rhthym and tone are absolutely essential. 
it will thus be seen that more is required, besides the difficulties inherent to the 
direction of unaccompanied choral music, from the synagogue choirmaster than 
can possibly be demanded from his church confrére. e general public often 
fancy that because a man is a musician, he necessarily covers the whole field— 
an impossibility ; others think that if a man can sing a few notes at sight, he is a 
musician—equally absurd, There are several specialities in music, and it no 
more follows that because a man is a wonderful instrumentalist, he knows any- 
—s about choir work, than a baker knows anything about bootmaking. 
presume that the first necessity of a synagogue is, or should be, to have 
a thoroughly good divine service. Every resource consistent with custom should 
therefore be utilised. This was the ancient idea of the Temple, andis still 
enforced in the Roman and High Anglican Churches, where nothing is spared 
to maintain the beauty and efficiency of the service. I do not think, however, 
that the synagogue of the present day keeps this idea rigidly in view. Now

it is to many other movemen but, given sufficrent rt, 
no reason, if the plans I suggest are adopted—and I speak with great experience 
from active work in all kinds of sacred music extending over a very long period’ 
practically all my life—why we should not have good choral singing as a rule in 
our service. | 

We admit that our raw material, both in boys and men, is generally not of 
the best. Let us deal with the boys first. I consider that for boys the syna- 
gogue and its.vestry should be the centre from which they should derive thei; 

nti of any duties connected with the service; therefore, and for other 

reasons, I do not advocate attendance at the Training School for Choristers, | 
am in favour of : (@) A daily vocal practice of about two hours for the boys, to 
include voice-training, sight-singing, study of the various tunes, and Hebrew. 
reading. That this would very sown have beneficial results musically is absolutely 
beyond doubt. (6) A system of probation. Boys of about nine years of age 
should be chosen, trained (according to standard) with the re day choir boys for 
say, two or, perhaps, three years, after which they should be drafted into the 
choir, thus ensuring a nipely of duly qualified boys for our choirs. This plan 
might be somewhat extended to form a centre for the training of synagogue 
choir boys. Suppose six or eight probationers were selected annually, three or 
four synagogues might combine for fees to the choir-master training at the 
centre, an w two or three boys for the respective choirs yearly, thereby 
obtaining reinforcements from properly-trained material. I am absolutely con- 
vinced, and that opinion is shared by the best authorities, that constant training. 
correctly directed, is the secret of success. | 

Regarding men's voices, the very best are necessary for unaccompanied 
singing. There is, however, hope of securing good material, but not enough to 
go round, some young men being at present in the various Academies with a view 
to becoming professional vocalists. Naturally, we cannot be sure that all of them 
would be available, but judging by the similar class in churches, there is every 
probability that if sufficient pecuniary attraction be offered, we could obtain 
them. Nevertheless, I would suggest (¢) that one or two scholarships tenable 
for two years be founded by ihe United Synagogue, or offered at intervals, 
securing instruction in one of our great music schools for a tenor and bass 
desirous of joining the profession. Local synagogues might adopt a similar — 
course. (d@) Ladies’ voices, in place of boys’, as spoken of earlier. But supposing 
any of these suggestions be adopted, we come to a formidable stambling-block 
we have at present only MS. music which, however well written, is a source of 
extra anxiety to junior choristers and is not liked by adults, Almost, therefore. 
the very first necessity is (¢) the publication of the book of synagogue music 
under the auspices of the United Synagogue, for until the choristers have music 
which they can conveniently read, there is little hope, in spite of any amount of 
hard work, of musical success. | . 

Although an ambitious and expensive undertaking, I should not 
consider my suggestions complete without mentioning a Jewish Choir School, 
and here I am again in harmony with “ A.L.” All cathedrals, and many churches, 
have institutions of this kind : we should, to some extent, model on these. The 
synagogues, say four of the West End, would have to combine, as the expense 
would probably be prohibitive for one synagogue alone. Entrance to the school 
would be by vocal competition. The boys would be boarded and educated, a 
large portion of the time being devoted to music ; they would, in return, act as 
choristers, but a few prizes should be offered. The principal might be allowed 
to take some pupils, at fees, in recompense for his accepting a moderate salary. 
Probationers might attend the school, but not as boarders, at any rate for 
their vocal practice. | | 

There are many more matters of interest in connection with the subject, to 
which IT may refer on a future occasion, bnt suffice it to say that [ do not 
altogether view the music of our services with alarm, and provided that some of 
the suggestions advocated above are adopted, musical results can be obtained 
which, though criticism must always be expected, will afford general satisfaction, 
even perhaps admiration. | D.M I

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 
Palestine Exploration Fund ‘‘ Quarterly Statement.’ 
The Palestine Exploration Fund “ Quarterly Statement” for April furms very 


interesting reading. It contains some articles of specifically Jewish interest, which _ 


will well repay perusal, In “ The Prospect from Pisgah,” the Rev. W. F. Birch 
discusses the possible accuracy of the description of the panorama seen by Moses 
as narrated in Deut. xxxiv, 1-3, Dr. Driver, in his International Critical Gom- 
mentary on “ Deuteronomy ” (p.419) observes : “The panorama is superb, though 
the terms in Deut, xxxiv. 1-3, are hyperbolical, and must be taken as including 
points filled in by the imagination, as well as those actually visible to the eye.” 
To Mr. Birch it seems certain that the Biblical description is literally true, and 
that imagination has no place in it. By a careful investigation of the 
geographical positions of Zoar, the Hinder Sea, Dan, Baal-Gad and 
Pisgah, the writer makes out a very strong case for his theory that there is 
no exaggeration in the account of the sight Moses saw wheu his eyes 
beheld the Land of Promise which his feet were not allowed to tread. “The 
Home of Samuel,” by Professor Gautier, is another geographical disquisition 
and attempts to prove that the home of Samuel was north, and not south, of 
Jerusalem, and that Ramah and Ramathaim-Zophim were one and the same 
place. There is something forcible in the argument of the improbability of there 
being two different places called Ramah, both near Jerusalem, both north of it; 
both important, and both frequently mentioned by the same name (p. 137). 

Mr. Pinches’ notice on ‘‘ Hebrew Names in Inscriptions from Babylonia” is 
chiefly noteworthy for the opinion he advances that Yahwah is the true pro- 
nunciation of the Divine name transcribed in the English Bible as Jehovah. Mr. 
Glaisher’s article “On the Pressure of the Atmosphere at Jerusalem” consists 
of some valuable statistical tables and diagrams, embodying the results of 
observations made from the year 1861 to 1896. | 

In “ Jewish Measures of Capacity ” Colonel Watson, after pointing out that 
the Jews had two scales of measures of capacity, one for things dry, such as 
grain, and one for things liquid, sets himself the task of expressing the cubic 
content of a measure in terms of linear measure, so that if the unit of linear 
measure were known the capacity could be calculated. - Fortunately, there are 
materials for such a calculation, as there are three accounts of the brazen sea, 
and the ten lavers which Hiram made for King Solomon when the Temple of 
Jerusalem was built. The first is in I. Kings, vii, 23,26 ; the second in II. Chronicles 
iv., 2,5; and the third in Josephus, Ant., VIII, ii, 5. At first sight the result 
that a solid cubit is equivalent to 5,545-233 cubic inches seems to be without 
any modern interest, but with this number as a basis, Colonel Watson shows 
that by a curious coincidence the British measures are given by measures of 
standard forms based on the cubit and follow one another in the simplest 


possible way ; but, on the other hand, are not based on measures commensurate | 


with the British foot or inch. “A Visit to Kerak and Petra,” by Mr. Hornstein 
is a traveller's true tale in the usual style, and is chiefly remarkable for the 
excellent illustrations which accompany it. | | 
The various Reports by Dr. C. Schick always deserve attention, but the 
most important article in this Quarterly Statement isa translation, by permission, 
of a short essay originally contributed to the “ Mittheilangen und Nachrichten ” 
of the German Palestine Society, by Dr. Max von Berchem, It is entitled 
“An Arabic Inscription from Jerusalem,” It relates how, on July 3ist, 1897, a 
large stone -with an ancient Arabic inscription was found in Jerusalem, ina 
lane which divides the Coptic and the Russian possessions east of the Church 
of the Sepulchre, The Turkish Government was not slow in recognising the value 
of the discovery and immediately took possession of the find. The surface of the 
stone with the inscription was sawn off and forwarded to Constantinople, But in 
spite of these unfavourable circumstances scholars have not been idle. Squeezes 
and photographs were taken of the text which is palaeographically clear, The 
inscription consists of six lines in elegant, simple, unadorned Kufic, with 
unpointed letters. It reads: “In the name of God. From the exalted Majesty 
the high command is issued that this mosque is to be well guarded in good con- 


dition. No one under our protection (i.c., Christians and Jews) shall be‘allowed - 


to enter either under the pretext of rebutting evidence upon oath (’) or for any 
other object. Great care is to be taken not to contravene this and to conform 
to the regulations issued in accordance with this command. May it be God's 
will.” The text apparently belongs to that older and plain sort of Kufic which 
flourished in inscriptions from the first century of Hejira to the appearance of 
the Fatimites, The contents of the inscription seem to point to a time when the 
Abasside Khalifs exercised direct rule in Jersalem. ‘This was the case in 
the years 905 to 936... . and just at that time an occurrence 
took place which may readily explain an increase of Islamic influence 
in Jerusalem : about 929, during the Karmatian War in Arabia, the pilgrimage 
to Mecca was suspended ; in consequence of which the Moslems, for about 
twenty years, made the pilgrimage to Jerusalem, and, indeed, to the Mosque of 
Omar” (p, 93). Itis extremely probable that the newly-found inscription 1s 
_ that mentioned by Eutychius in his “‘ Annals,” where he narrates the well-known 
history of the taking of Jerusalem by Omar, and mentions the treaty of 
protection for the Christians granted by him to the Patriarch Sophronius. The 
article is well worth very careful reading. 
Dr. Jalius Oppert. ; 

Prof. Dr. Julius Oppert of Paris, member of the Institute, has been passing a 
few days in London to attend a family celebration, and the occasion is oppor- 
tune to note the interesting reprint of his paper before the Society of Biblical 
Archeology, entitled “A Mathematical Demonstration of the Exactness of 
Biblical Chronology.” It is something to find this unrivalled Assyriologist 
Writing : “In the present state of Assyriological science, we are enabled to 
show that the Books of Kings are the real basis of our historical knowledge of 
the subject, and that the pretended cuneiform chronology must bow to the 
mathematical correctness of the Holy Scriptures.” The contemporary Assyrian 
statements are, in Dr. Oppert’s opinion, the most precious of all external docu- 
ments which have come down to us, but they have been misunderstood by 
almost all specialists, Soundly interpreted, they plainly agree with the Bible. 
Dr. Oppert examines the Assyrian chronology, guided by the recorded eclipses; 
and thus constructs three. important tables of the dates of (1) Assyrian and 
Chaldean Rulers, (2) Kings of Judah, (3) Kings of Israel. He adds :— 


We belicve we have completed the demonstration of the mathematical exactness of 
\he figures of th, Bible, and have shown that it is quite an unscientific way neglect 


and to despise them, and peculiarly so when the Assyrian documents are misunderstood 
by those who despise historical statements. We must not forget that the Assyrian 
‘.atory itself is only kaown by fragments, and that we have hitherto no documents from ' 
Adadnirar iii , Shalmaneser iii., Assuredilel, Assurnirar and Phul, who bad to deal with Jehu, 
the son Joash, Amaziab, Jeroboam ii, Uzziah and Menahem i. The Assyrian soil has, un- 
luckily, been neglected for forty years, although the documents of all tt. ese Kings undoubtedly 
still exist somewhere, and could be found. We can only devoutly hope and wih for new 


discoveries which will definitely and decidedly settle much of the chronology of the Holy 
Scriptures. 


Many of the calculations on which Dr, Oppert’s contentions are based we 
given by him in Salomon et ses Successeurs, Paris, 1897, The dates referring to 
Shalmanesser and Sargon can be fixed with astonishing precision by the state- 
meuts of the Babylonian Chronicle combined with the lunar eclipses of 720 and 
721 mentioned by Ptolemy. "er 

‘* Ahikar the Wise’ in Hebrew. 
_ The great wave of interest in Hebrew as a living tongue which is following 
in the wake of the Zionist movement, shows signs of bearing good fruit in less 


debatable fields. It must bea lasting gain to Hebrew literature if every effort 


be made to recover some of the many treasures which have been lost to us 
although they have filtered into the literatures of other nations. The salvage 
from the Greek of the Apocrypha is a prominent instance. The recent presenta- 
tion by Dr. Dillon in the Contemporary Review of the Book of “ Ahikar the 
Wise” has shown us that our rich, ancient, wisdom literature has not been 


exhausted. Mr. Joseph Massel, of Manchester, to whose excellent Hebrew 


renderings of the Hebraic thoughts in the English language the Jewish 
Chronicle has called attention, has now undertaken the pleasant task of restoring 
to what is no doubt its Hebrew original the story and wisdom of Abtikar 
the Wise. Mr. Massel is well qualified for the task. W. M.

‘The strike of the Glasgow Tailors, to which I referred last week, has been 
settled in favour of the men, who have obtained an increase in wages 
amountiug, in some cases, to 2s, per day. The dispute only lasted 48 hours, the

The Jewish tailors of Stockport have formed themselves into a branch of 
the Manchester Tailors’ Union, Owing to some grievances, the men threatened 
to strike, but a conference between the masters and men has already been held 
for the purpose of amicably settling the dispute. Meanwhile an active agitation 
is being carried on. The men assert that the conditions and hours of labour are 
extremely unfavourable, They wish to abolish the piecework system and to 
obtain a 10} hours day. The hours proposed are from 8 a.m. to 8

dinner hour, and half an hour tea time. No member to be allowed to elon 
overtime whilst any of the members of the Society are out of employment, 


Six of the employers have already accepted these conditions, and only two more 
are holding out. The Union has already been affiliated with the. Stockport 
Trades and Labour Council. 
_ The London Tailors’ Machinists and Pressers’ Union held a public meeting ' 
on Saturday —s last, at the Labour Hall, Cannon Street Road, E., Mr. 
Levene coonpy ing the chair. The speakers, Messrs, I, Roth, A. Rosebury, 
Hirshowitz, Silverman, Berkowitch and Moscovitz referred to the amalgamation 
of the Independent and International Union, and pointed out the necessity of 
complete organisation in the tailoring trade of London. The new Union 
would pledge itself to obtain some important and necessary concessions from the 
employers. At the last Sunday, the new officers and com mittee, 
with the a of the Secretary, were elected. The Union is now in full 
orking order. 
: In referees to the rather dis-organised state of the London Tailors. it has 
been pointed out to me by a well-known Labour leader, that it is very difficult 
to trace all the workshops and get at the workers. The difficulty has always 
been to secure a majority of those engaged in the trade to join'a Union. He 
expressed the hope that now the Independent and International Unions had 
amalgamated, their forces would be strengthened and energetic endeavours 
made to get as large a number as possible to join the Union. 

A very encouraging report reaches us from Mr. M. Zeitlin, the Secretary of 
the Manchester Jewish Tailors’, Machinists’ and Pressers’ Trade Union. Trade 
is improving, and the tailors are perfecting their organisation, which numbers 
over 1,000 financial members. At a well-attended public meeting, held at the 
club-room on Sunday, it was resolved to complete the shop organisation. The 
Society is taking part in the May demonstration organised by the Trades 
Council, and has obtained the honourable position of heading the procession. 
It is expected that the majority of the members will take part. 

Several pressers having complained about their prices, a circular was sent out 
by the Secretary, and as a result they obtained an advance of Id. and 2d. per 
garment, which should mean an advance from 16s, tu 24s, per week,
